Prof. Norman Rodgers, chair- 
man of the Division of Social 
Sciences at Potomac State Col- 
lege and a member of the staff 
since 1947, died Feb. 17 at Poto- 
mac Valley Hospital. He was 
also a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Alumni Founda- 
tion. 

Following a coronary attack 
last August, Professor Rodgers 
had been recuperating during the

College Reaches 
Peak Enrollment 

This year’s enrollment at Po- 
tomac State ranks as the highest 
in the college’s 63-year-old his- 
tory. The breakdown shows 732 
full-time students and 116 eve- 
ning and other special students 
for a grand total of 848.

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Pittsburgh Firm 
Low Bidder on 
New Building 

Mellon-Stuart Gets Contract 
For All-Purpose Building 
To Open Spring of '67 

Ground-breaking and construc- 
tion of the new multi-purpose 
building on the Potomac State 
College campus is expected to 
get underway soon and officials 
are hoping that the building will 
be ready for occupancy by next 
spring. 

The Mellon-Stuart Construction 
Company of Pittsburgh, the 
same firm which built Friend 
Hall, submitted the low bid of 
$1,235,900 which was approved 
by the Board of Governors of 
West Virginia University. 

Three other firms also sub 
mitted bids which, though above 
the Mellon-Stuart figure, were 
under the amount of money 
available for the project. They 
were Baker and Combs, Morgan- 
town; George Construction, 
Cumberland, Md.; and W. Har- 
ley Miller, Martinsburg. 

The new building, to be lo- 
cated at Arcadia Heights with 
the front facing Arnold Street as 
it intersects B Street, will in- 
clude an auditorium with a seat- 
ing capacity of about 940 persons 
and a fine arts area for the 
teaching of such work as art, 
music, drama, and modern 
means of communication.

Former Students 
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Wm. R. McPherson 

Killed In Viet Nam 


The war in Vieit Nam has 
claimed the lives of two former 
Potomac State men, William R. 
McPherson ’59 and Dennis M. 
O’Neill ’64. 

Capt. McPherson, a 1959 grad- 
uate of Potomac State College 
and a 1961 graduate of West Vir- 
ginia University, was killed Dec. 
3 when the military vehicle in 
which he was riding struck a 
Viet Cong land mine. Active in 
ROTC during his four years in 
college, he entered the U.S. 
Army as a second lieutenant fol- 
lowing graduation with an AB in 
sociology. Since last July, Mc- 
Pherson had been serving in the 


Mekong De’ta area of Viet Nam 
as a military adviser to the 
South Vietnamese. He had writ- 
ten his parents shortly before 
his death, “I believe in what we 
are doing in Viet Nam.” 

O’Neill, a general arts and 
science major at PSC from 1962- 
1964, was serving with the U.S. 
Infantry and died in combat 
Feb. 2. O’Neill, formerly of Mc- 
Lean, Virginia, was the son of 
Maj. Gen. and Mrs. John W. O’- 
Neill. Former students will re- 
call that his parents attended 
the Military Bal 1 both years that 
he was in school.

Alumni closely associated with 
Potomac State College will be 
saddened to learn of the passing 
of four staunch supporters of the 
institution who, through the 
years, were either on the faculty 
or staff. 

They include former Registrar 
William D. Anthony; former 
basketball coach and alumni 
president, Paul J. Davis; former 
college physician, Dr. Thad T. 
Huffman; and former home eco- 
nomics instructor, Mrs. Eleanor 
Jones Cook. 

Mr. Anthony, who served as 
instructor and registrar at Po- 
tomac State from about 1913 to 
his retirement in 1946, died Jan. 
18 at his home in Richmond, Va* 

After leaving Potomac State 
he taught in Raleigh, N.C., and 
in Richmond to rack up an en- 
viable record of about 64 ■ years 
in education serving until his 
final retirement in 1963. His 
teaching areas here were in bus 
iness law and accounting. 

His wife preceded him in 
death. Survivors include two 
children, who attended Potomac 
State, Miss Lucille Anthony, now 
employed with the Presbyterian 
Library in Richmond, and a son, 
William Jr., who has a position 
with a Richmond television sta- 
tion. 

Paul J. Davis 

Paul J. Davis, 73, a member 
of the Class of 1912 and always 
a familiar sight at homecoming 
activities, was the first paid 
athletic director of the school.
